KRUSENSTERN, Apaw Jouaxyx vos, a cele-” 





brated Russian navigator, born in 1779, at Hag-rad, 
in Esthonia, served in the war of 1793 on beard the 


British fleet, and in 1793-99 male a voyage to India 
and Canton in a Bi China trader. In the end 
of 1799 he presented a memoir, for the improvement 
of the Russian American fur trade, to the ovart of 
St. Petersburg. It received no conntenance from 
Paul I, but was taken up immediately after his 
accession by Alexander. who, on the recommenda- 
tion of Admiral Morivinnov, and the chancellor, 
Count Rumjanzov, intrnsted Krusenstern with an 
expedition, having the doable object of exploring 
the north-west coast cf America belmging to the 
Russians, and re-establishing the interrupted trade 
with Japan. Two ships were acoordinzly placed at his 
disposal, and he sailel from Cronstadt on the 7th 
of August, 1803. Three years after, lth August, 
1808, he returned to the same hart-rur, without bav- 
ing lost a sinzle man. The exjratition failed to open 
the trade with Ja;an, but, besides the fame which it 
acquired as the first Russian vorage of discovery 
round the world, led to many important gevsraphical 
discoveries, and threw much lizat oa many important 
questions in physical and natural science. ethno- 
graphy, &c. The principal results were given by 

nstern himse‘f in a valuable work, scomnpanied 
with atlas of 104 plates, wisich bas been translated 
into almest all the languages of Eurvje. Later 
works by Krusenstern on the bydrvsraphy of the 
Pacific are not leas important, especially for navi- 
gation.

In 1801 he became secretary to Galitzin, the military 
' governor of Riga. Two years after he resigned this

! to one of his estates in Saratov, where he remained 
' three years. He then proceeded by way of Moscow to 
' St. Peterburg, where at lact, on the recommendation 
: of Dmitriev, he began, at furty years of age, to de- 
vote himself to the species of poetry which has im- 
mortalized his name. The first collection of his 
fables, twenty-three in number, appeared in 1869, 
and met with general acceptance. In 1811 be 
became a member of the St. Petersburg Academy, 
in 1912 director of the Imperial library. in 1830 a 
councillor of state, and in the course of the same 
year saw himself so loaded with riches and honours, 
that when in 1841 he resigned his pubiic office, he 
drew from the state and the imperial treasury the 
sum of about £1700. He diedin 1544. His Fables, 
in consequence of their genuine national spirit, 
joyous humour, natural simplicity, wit, and kind- 
liness, have become one of the most popular of 
Russian volumes, and many of their sentences have 
passed into proverba. They are usually the firs: 
reading-book put into the hands of children, and 
hence thousands of copies, in expensive as weil as 
cheap formas, are in constant circulation among all 
clases. A splendid edition has been printed at 
Paris by Count Orloff (Bessanze, 1525), and, a'ong 
with the original, is accompanied with French and 
Italian translations. German translations have also 
Leen printed, and there is an English prose trans- 
lation, with an introductory notice of the author 
(Krilof and his Fables, by W. R. 5. Ralston, Lond. 
1864).
